Father Coccolo is 
Alive and Tells 
of His Travels 


Father Coccolo, the missionary priest, 
who is well-known throughout the valley 
and all Koutenay, has returned to Cran- 
brook, and the Herald quotes him as 
followe: 

“From the Coast to Cranbrook the 
many (rnends I met on my way to the 
old stamping ground confessed their sat- 
isfaction in seeing me alive and well as 
ever. Ido not understand what gave 
origin to the rumor that I was lost in 
the mountains, or tad fell under the 
t. mahawk of the savages of the north if 
it in not, that having left my headquar- 
tere on Stuart’s lake early in February, 
with dog trains and snowsboes, and ax 
not yet gone back to them, having made 
my way to the Pacific. Let me tell you 
that the Indiane of the north are not eo 
bad ae they are pictured by some tuur- 
ists. On the contrary I found them very 
grateful for the little good that I may 
have done tu them bodily, by attending 
them in sickness or accidents as their 
physician, of intellectually aa their 
advieer, and epiritually ag their miesion- 
ary. 

“And what would [ say of the few 
white that I came in contact with. 
They would nut let me be in want of 
what they had at their dirpoeal, eepeci- 
ally the managera of the Hudeon’s Bay 
poste, ecattered all through that country. 
They are gentlemen of the beast kind. 
The district ia at present invaded by 
the surveyors uf the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
coming both ways, that is frou the coast 
by the Skeena riverand the Fraser river 
by way of Furt George. At this lust 
point they have a large warehouse with 
enough supplies for an army, and pack- 
ere are hired all over to distribute more 
enpplies along the Nechace and Stuart 
rivers. The probabilities are that the 
line will cross the Fraser river at Fort 
George and then follow the Nechaco river 
to Fraser lake or the Stuart river as far 
neathe mouth of Stuart lake, to pass to 
the eonth of the lake into the Bulkley 
valley where the rich copper wines aud 
coal eeame have attracted the attention 
of capital, When in Hazelton Just mvj 
host, Mr. Loring, was off. red $50,000 for 
eume of his copper mines, 

“The G. T.P. will also benefit the 
placer digginge of Jamieson avd Manson 
creeke, where about 100 miners, nutwith 
standing the bigh price of supplies and 
tack of transportation, are encouraged in 
their work by succesaful clearings.

| GETTING IN THE WALNUTS. 


An industry That Closes California 
Country Schools. 

The first English walnut orchard in 
California was planted with seed from 
the Los Angeles mission gardens, where 
the padres had started a few trees with 
huts brought with them from Spain. 
The undertaking was a success from 
the first, and the acreage of walnuts 
has steadily increased. The walnut 
tree's early age of bearing, its long life 
aud the steady demand for its product 
tend to make the enterprise deservedly 
popular. 

The walnut tree begins to bear when 


| 8Ix or seven years old, and nothing is 
| known definitely of its age limit of 


bearing. Fabulous stories are told of 
trees in Spain one or two centuries old 
bearing enormous crops. The oldest 
trees in California are still bearing, but 


| deductions from the short history al- 


ready made show that the tree is in its 
prime from its twenty-fifth to its thir- 
tleth year, Fifteen hundred pounds of 
nuts to the acre is a good average yield, 
making seventy-five pounds the average 
welght from one tree, 

The harvest time begins about the 
middle of September and lasts nearly 
six weeks, The nuts begin to fall with 
the leaves, and the perfect cultivation 
under the trees leaves no chance for 
them to lose themselves among clods 
or weeds. The brown dend leaves 
alone hide the nuts. Under normal con- 
ditions they drop free from the outer 
husk, or hull, through ‘its trregular 


| bursting, and getting the nuts picked 


up is a simple matter. Sometimes thé 
trees are well irrigated just before har- 
vest time to insure the clean dropping 
of the nuts.
